MEDICAL BENEFIT REGULATIONS 
Deputation from the Insurance Acts Committee to the 
Minister of Health 

On February 12th the Minister of Health (Sir E. Hilton 
Young), who was accompanied by Sir Arthur Robinson, 
Sir Walter Kinnear, Mr. Heseltine, and Sir James Smith- 
Whitaker, received a deputation from the Insurance Acts 
Committee of the British Medical Association. The depu- 
tation was introduced by Dr. H. G. Dain, and included 
Dr. J. W. Bone, Dr. McCarthy, Dr. Scott, Dr. Winstanley, 
and Dr. G. C. Anderson. 


Dr. Datn said that the question which the deputation 
wished to discuss was that of the right of an insured 
person to change his doctor. It had always been the 
view of the British Medical Association that insured 
persons should have as much freedom as possible. The 
Regulations on the subject have been altered many times 
since 1911, but eventually the position was reached that 
an insured person could change his doctor at any time. 
That right was being whittled away. The Regulations 
were first so altered as to require fourteen days’ notice, 
though the Insurance Acts Committee did not object to 
that, and now a further alteration had been made as a 
result of which a patient could only change his doctor 
once a quarter, and after giving a month’s notice. The 
Insurance Acts Committee objected strongly to the new 
provision. The committee thought that free choice of 
doctor was desirable as tending to the proper operatioa 
of the law of supply and demand. It promoted a better 
service by encouraging competition between doctors ; it 
eased the relationship between a doctor and his patient ; 
it helped a doctor taking over a new practice ; it limited 
fee charging ; it reduced complaints; and it made it 
easier for young practitioners to set up on their own. 
So far as the deputation was aware there were only two 
disadvantages to the free choice of doctor. First, the risk 
of canvassing ; but the fourteen days’ notice, to which 
the Insurance Acts Committee had no objection, had 
diminished this. Secondly, the risk of lax certification, 
which was, in fact, the ground for altering the Regula- 
tions. No doubt cases of lax certification had occurred, 
but the Insurance Acts Committee believed that they had 
been greatly exaggerated, and that the alteration was 


in the nature of ‘‘ panic legislation.’’ It was true that 
sickness benefit had now fallen, but this was in no way 
due to the alteration of the Regulations, as the Regulations 
were not altered. until after the fall. 

The MrnistTeEr said that the arguments which Dr. Dain 
had put forward in support of the free choice of doctor were 
all sound arguments. He did not dispute their force, but 
what he had to determine was the weight which should 
be attached to them as against the considerations pointing 
in the opposite direction. The deputation was not asking 
for complete freedom of choice, as it accepted the 
requirement of fourteen days’ notice. The question at 
issue was consequently one of degree and not of principle. 
He was at one with the deputation in desiring to main- 
tain the greatest possible degree of freedom ; but there 
was another side to the picture. The approved societies 
had made strong representations that more than fourteen 
days’ notice was needed if irregularities were to be checked. 
On the whole, he thought that the additional check 
afforded by the reversion to a quarterly change had been 
useful. In any event, it was most undesirable to make 
constant alterations in the Regulations, and he had not 
sufficient evidence before him to justify an alteration at 
present. 

Dr. Darn said that the Insurance Acts Committee had 
not expected that the Minister would be willing to make 
any alteration at present, but it had desired to make clear 
to him, early in his term of office, its views on the subject. 
He would like to mention two small, though practical, 
difficulties which had been brought to his notice. The re- 
quirement of a month’s notice of intention to change doctor 


_ sometimes worked hardly. If, through an oversight, notice 


was not given in time, the patient was tied to his doctor 
for another three months. It seemed unnecessary to insist 
upon as much as a month’s notice. The quarterly change 
system also operated hardly in country practices. When a 
patient moved to a new address in a rural district, and 
yet remained within the area of practice of his o'd doctor, 
he could not change until the end of the quarter, even 
though there was a doctor practising nearer to his new 
address. 

Dr. McCartuy said that the provision by which a 
patient could change his doctor immediately with the 
consent of both doctors was largely inoperative, because 
patients were very unwilling to tell their doctors that 
they wished to leave them. 

Dr. ANDERSON said that the Insurance Acts Committee 
was not the only body that wished to return to a fort- 
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nightly change. There was a considerable section of 
approved societies, in addition to Insurance Committees, 
who took the same view as the Insurance Acts Committee. 

The MrnisTER said that he would take into consideration 
the further points raised. 


EMERGENCY ECONOMY ARRANGEMENTS AND 

THE CAPITATION FEE 
The Insurance Acts Committee of the British Medical 
Association asked the Ministry of Health to urge upon 
Insurance Committees when sending out quarterly cheques 
to insurance practitioners to intimate that the amount 
forwarded was less the 10 per cent. economy deduction, 
or, alternatively, to illustrate such fact by means of 
calculations accompanying the cheque. The Ministry of 
Health, in reply, stated that steps will be taken in 
accordance with the suggestion of the Insurance Acts 
Committee to secure that Insurance Committees, in 
making payments under these arrangements, convey to 
doctors an intimation that the payments have been made 
subject to the deduction explained in Form G.P. 74, 
which is as follows: 


NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE 
Reduction in Amount of Central Practitioners’ Fund 

In view of the imperative necessity of effecting immediate reduc- 
tions in national expenditure, H.M. Government have decided that 
the amount of the Central Practitioners’ Fund, which is at present 
calculated on the basis of a capitation fee of 9s., shall be made 
subject to a deduction of 10 per cent. with effect from the Ist 
October, 1921. Effect has been given to this decision by an Order 
in Council (the National Economy (National Health Insurance) 
Order, 1931) made under the National Economy .\ct, 1931. 

The amounts otherwise payable to insurance doctors from the 
Practitioners’ Fund in respect of the quarter beginning on the Ist 
October, 1931, and until further notice, will accordingly be made 
subject to a deduction of similar amount.

FUTURE OF PANEL PRACTICE 

Sir,—It is, 1 think, time that the Ministry of Health 
realized that in the last few months the outlook of the public 
and the medical profession engaged in panel practice has 
changed. A year ago the public, the Ministry, and the 
approved societies were engaged happily in ascribing all their 
ills to the panel doctors. It has been difficult for the Ministry 
to alienate the confidence of panel doctors, but it should 
realize that it has now achieved that end, and, furthermore, 
the public are, I believe, fast losing confidence in the Ministry 
and the approved societies. 

As far as panel doctors were concerned, 329/1.C. was prob- 
ably the last straw. After all, what does the panel system 
come to in simplest terms? That people are paid to be sick. 
What have been the consequences in other fields when these 
conditions existed? The vast production of psychoneurotic 
illness. Those of a previous generation will remember railway 
spine, and the D.A.H. and shell shock of war years. To 
take a concrete example: miners’ nystagmus accounted for 
460 compensated cases in 1908 and 11,334 in the year 1925. 
Comment is unnecessary. But the facts should give Govern- 
ment actuaries reason to pause before they lay the blame for 
the increase of sickness of panel patients on the shoulders of 
the practitioner rather than on the system. The doctors are 
no more to blame than the patients, and perhaps the patients, 
regarded as the unconscious victims of a system, least of all. 

I believe that at the present time patients need the protec- 
tion of their panel doctors more than at any previous period. 
‘They need that protection to see that they receive a decent 
standard of treatment unhampered by any mysterious 
statistical conclusions. And that standard of treatment must 
be nothing less than what we were taught should be required 
of us in general practice, by the teachers at the great volun- 
tary hospitals, the national health formulary notwithstanding. 


Panel patients need the protection of their doctor, that they 
may have a reasonable time in which to recover from thas 
illnesses, without needless intimidation of the R.M.O. And 
what of the functions of the R.M.O.?) The Ministry appears 
to have created an official with the same wide powers enjoyed 
by coroners. R.M.O.’s do not appear to limit their activitie; 
to deciding whether or not the patient is fit for work. It is 
time that the activities of these gentlemen were limited t5 
this function and this alone, and we should rest satisfied with 
nothing less. We cannot accept them as consultants. A con- 
sultant, in general, is a man at least in the full practice of his 
profession and in charge of hospital beds, and one who is 
known by those who consult him to have achieved eminence 
in his profession. Further comment would appear un. 
necessary. 

In the interests of the patients we must insist that panel 
practice shall approximate as nearly as poss:ble to. private 
practice: the patient to have a free choice of doctor, and the 
doctor having the absolute right of taking on and discarding 
a patient. Benefits must be limited, and, most important 
of all, a fraction of the cost of all treatments must be borne 
by the patients and not be covered by insurance.—I am, ete.,

ANOTHER DOCTOR’S DILEMMA 

Sir,—I had hoped that this week’s Supplement would con- 
tain some correspondence relative to the report of an inquiry 
conducted by the erder of the Minister of Health, which 
appeared on February 138th. The case appears to be very 
important, as it raises the difficult problem of the correct 
attitude of a practitioner towards a patient who refuses his 
advice to go to hospital. 

I cannot remember the details, but I have a vivid recollec- 
tion of the main outlines of a coroner's inquest which was 
reported in the lay press a vear or two ago. They were as 
follows. A doctor advised a very ill patient to go to hospital. 
His advice was ignored. He repeated it subsequently, and 
was again ignored. Finally, when the patient was in 
extrenmis, consent was given, and he (or she) was removed 
to an institution. Death occurred, and for scme reason an 
inquest was held. It was suggested in evidence that the 
patient's life might well have been saved had removal to 
hospital taken place at an earlier date. The coroner solemnly 
censured the practitioner because he had not insisted upon his 
advice being followed, and stated that in the event of per- 
sistent refusal he should have declined to attend further! 

What should the poor G.P. do, faced with an ignorant and 
obstinate patient, ignorant and obstinate relatives, and know- 
ing that of the only two courses open to him one may result 
in a fine of £25, the other in public censure by a coroner? 
I realize that according to the facts reported in the Supplement 
the practitioner weakened his case by supplying antiphlogistine 
and attending on one occasion after the date on which he 
“refused to go on with the case,’’ but this point was not 
raised by the committee. 

Where can one find an authoritative ruling which will keep 
one out of trouble?—-I am, etc.,

ANAESTHETIC FEES UNDER THE INSURANCE ACT. 

Sir,—Dr. Harry Roberts (Supplement, February 20th, 
p. 67) has entirely misunderstood and misrepresented the 
reasons which actuated the London Panel Committee in passing 
the resolution in favour of abolishing anaesthetic fees. He 
refers to the constant efforts of the committee to minimize the 
panel doctor’s responsibilities to his patients and to the 
challenging of the motives of one’s professional acts by a com- 
mittee of one’s ‘“‘ colleagues.”’ 

When one bears in mind that the payments for anaesthetics 
constitute a first charge on the Practitioners’ Fund it will be 
readily understood that cach claim must be adequately 
scrutinized by the committee before it is passed for payment. 
In this regard the London Panel Committee is the guardian 
of the London panel practitioners’ remuneration, and it is 
surely acting in the interests of ‘‘ colleagues ’’ when it ques- 
tions payments to a few at the expense of the many. The 
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resolution to abolish the payment was passed for the following 


reasons 

1. We pay for anaesthetics ourselves—namely, out of the 
practitioners’ Fund. 

9, We are all obliged to provide an anaesthetic when 
necessary’. 

3, Firms of practitioners who can readily obtain the services 
of a partner or assistant to administer an_ anaesthetic are apt 
to abuse their right to make a claim. (The greatest propor- 
tion of claims are submitted from firms of doctors.) 

4. It is unfair that the committee should be asked to con- 
sider a claim whea it is not in the position of viewing the 
surgical condition which in the opinion of the practitioner 
required the administration of a general anaesthetic for 
adequate treatment nor of ascertaining or judging the psycho- 
logical factors operating in any given case. 


Every pancl practitioner will be affected in the same way 
if these payments are abolished, and the committee will save 
the valuable time occupied by the consideration of claims 
for payment of an anaesthetist. It has been argued that in 
future practitioners will send their anaesthetic cases to hos- 
pital. The answer is that it is incumbent upon every panel 
practitioner to provide an anaesthetic of the nature that panel 
practitioners are competent to administer to any panel patient 
requiring one. If a hospital refused to treat the case, it 
would still remain the practitioner's obligation to provide the 
anaesthetist, if necessary, at his own expense. The advantage 
of treating one’s patients as far as possible without recourse 
to hospitals need not be discussed nor the kudos gained in 
arranging personally the administration of a general anaes- 
thetic when indicated.—I am, etc.,

GIBRALTAR BRANCH 

Aclinical meeting of the Gibraltar Branch was held at the 
(olonial Hospital on February 5th, when the president, Dr. 
L.H. Girt, was in the chair, and fourteen members were 
present. A number of medical officers from the Atlantic 
Feet, at the time stationed in Gibraltar, attended the meeting 
sguests. After tea the members and guests proceeded to the 
vards, where a number of interesting cases were demonstrated. 
Dr. LocHHEAD showed a case of diaphyseal aclasia, illus- 
tated by some excellent radiograms. He noted the familial 
lature of the condition, as well as its rarity. The mother, 
abrother, and a sister of the patient had suffered from the 
lisease. He also exhibited a radiogram showing peculiar 
shadows in the muscles, which were due to injection of 
lpiodol, administered at different times therapeutically. Dr. 
GRirFItHs demonstrated a case of Morvan’s disease, where 
the patient had had the left arm and right leg amputated, 
md some of the digits of the remaining limbs were showing 
‘gus of gangrene. He showed also a case of encephalitis 
lthargica followed by complete recovery. 

Dr. DeALE gave a description of his treatment of fractures 
§ accordance with Bohler’s methods. He insisted on the 
ivantage of injecting novocain, in 1 or 2 per cent. solution, 
irectly into the site of the fracture, which greatly facilitated 
tanipulations, not only by eliminating pain, but also by 
using relaxation of the muscles. He demonstrated several 
ses treated by this method. With reference to the healing 
cavities in old-standing cases of osteomyelitis, the lecturer, 
means of a plaster cast, demonstrated a method of filling 
he cavity with a hinged flap of bone cut out of the edge of 


the cavity itself, and left attached by the periosteum along 
one border. This flap completely filled up the cavity, and 
was invariably followed by healing. 

A very successful meeting ended with cordial votes of 
thanks to Drs. Lochhead, Griffiths, and Deale for their 
interesting demonstrations. 


GLASGOW AND WEST OF SCOTLAND BRANCH: AYRSHIRE 
Division 
A meeting of the Ayrshire Division was held in the Kilmarnock 
Infirmary on January 28th, when a lecture, illustrated by 
lantern slides, was given by Dr. Donatp McIntyre (Glasgow). 
He dealt with the subject of maternal disability following 
injuries in childbirth, pointing out especially 4hat, in view of 
the attention being_paid at the moment to puerperal sepsis, 
there was a danger of this having the effect of magnifying its 
importance in relation to other causes of disablement. He 
was of opinion that injury was a more important primary 
factor in maternal mortality and disablement—either rupture 
or pressure injury. An analysis of the figures for the Glasgow 


Maternity Hospital and the Royal Samaritan Hospital, 


Glasgow, bore out the lecturer’s contention. 

At the conclusion of the lecture questions were asked b 
Drs. W. D. Frew, A. J. Grsson, W. H. Howat, and J. W. 
PEDEN, and, on the motion of the CHAIRMAN, a vote of thanks 
was accorded to Dr. McIntyre. 


HERTFORDSHIRE BRANCH: St. ALBANS Division 

A meeting of the St. Albans Division was held on February 
3rd, under the chairmanship of Dr. J. J. SmirH. There was 
a good attendance of members and non-members, including 
all the local veterinary surgeons, Lord Chetwynd, and Mr.

Sussex Brancu: Hastincs Division 
An ordinary meeting of the Hastings Division was held at the 
Buchanan Hospital on February 2nd, when Dr. J. C. Lee, 
chairman of the Division, presided. 

Following the ordinary business, Dame Loutse McILroy 
gave an address on the prevention of foetal and neo-natal 
mortality. The lecturer at the outset stressed the point that 
the interests of the mother must come first. In discussing 
the prevention of foetal and neo-natal deaths, she pointed out 
that, in spite of all efforts, little had been accomplished in 
reducing these. Dame Louise McIlroy, in discussing the causes 
of abortion, laid emphasis on the importance of the toxaemias 
of pregnancy, diseases of the teeth being one of the most 
important factors in their production. She discussed in detail 
the disorders of pregnancy and outlined their prevention, 
impressing on her hearers that nephritis was the commonest 
cause of death of the foetus, syphilitic abortion as such was 
not so common as was supposed, and that the Bacillus coli 
communis was ‘“‘ the bugbear of toxaemias of pregnancy.” 
The B. coli was responsible for many of the cases of puer- 
peral septicaemia, and it was mentioned in passing that a 
common cause for the spread of this disorder was the use of 
non-sterile bedpans. The lecturer went on to discuss ante- 
natal supervision in the later months of pregnancy and the 
indications for intervention, surgical and otherwise. Death 
of the foetus during labour was due in many cases to pro- 
longed pressure on the head and asphyxia. The prevention of 
asphyxia was given some prominence, and the violent manipu- 
lations of the too-anxious accoucheur were deplored. The 
most important factor in treating asphyxia neonatorum was 
to clear the respiratory passages, and the more frequent use 
of a soft rubber catheter as an aspirator was urged. The use 
of carbon dioxide was invaluable to stimulate the respiratory 
centre. In after-care of the infant the use of oil instead of 
the usual water baths was mentioned, and other methods 
for preventing the radiation of body heat from the infant. 
A splendid series of lantern slides was used to illustrate the 
lecture, and an excellent discussion followed, in which many 
members took part. 

Dr. G. C. ANDERSON, Deputy Medical Secretary, then 
addressed the meeting on the National Ophthalmic Treat- 
ment Board Scheme. His address, which was well received 
by the meeting, cleared up many points which had _ been 
raised by members. 

A hearty vote of thanks to Dame Louise McIlroy and to 
Dr. Anderson concluded the business of the meeting.
